Convention center plan 


(BY GILBERT PRICE) 


Plans for a $149 million, 20,000 
seat convention center are pro- 
ceeding apace, as advocates of 
proposal gear up for a public hear- 
ing on Aug. 6 regarding the .25 
percent sales tax increase which 
will be needed to finance the 
proposal, 

The hearing. which will be held 
at 5 p.m, in the Columbus city 
council chambers, will be opento 
the public. All interested persons 
will be able to speak, operating 
under city council rules which 
limit the comments of any indi- 
vidual speaker to three minutes. 

The new proposal is a scaled- 
down version of the $175 million 
New World Center, which was 
defeated by the voters in May, 
1986. A 7lsmember Civic Center 
Committe. chaired by attorney 
Gregory Lashutka, reviewed the 


concept of the civic center, and 
endorsed the plan which is going 
before the Franklin County 
Commissioners. That committee, 
which was formed in August 1986 
to study the feasibility of building 
the new center, was disbanded 
July 21 after recommending con- 
struction of the proposed facility. 
The scaled-down plan calls for 
construction of a 20,000 seat, 
rather than 65,000 seat, arena, 
with a separate 300,00 square foot 
exhibition hall and a convention 
center. Also added would be 3300 
new spaces of parking, to allay 
fears from short-north area resi- 
dents that the center would add to 
parking congestion in their area. 
“We developed the proposal to 
meet the county’s need for con- 
vention and arena space. and to 
develop the site in a way that will 
enhance the surrounding neigh- 
borhood,” William Habig. execu- 


tive director of the Mid-Ohio 
Regional Planning Commission, 
which supervised the study, said. 


Habig asserted that the new 
plan “answers the concerns raised 
by voters when the New World 


Center issue was defeated on the 
ballot in May, 1986.” 


Among those concerns were: 
the combination of funding for

She deserves commendation for her 
selfless efforts to promote Black businesses. 

SHILOH BAPTIST CHURCH AND UNION GROVE BAPTIST 
CHURCH, for their joint effort to help save the faltering Mt. Vernon Plaza.

He was appointed Deputy Secretary of the Commerce Department in 
1983, and has been in charge of the department’s day-to-day operation.

Racial homicide -- and suicide 


A chill wind is blowing through our community, and it smells like death. 

In recent weeks, we have seen an onslaught of death and violence. Two 
Blacks were wounded by whites in a shooting incident on Columbus" 
westside. In addition, a week of shooting left a 17-year-old youth, Victor 
Lawrence, dead, apparently because of gang violence; a 14-year-old boy, 
Jason Murphy, dead, allegedly because he was a’ witness to a robbery; 
Gladys Taylor, 54, murdered in her home, James Tullis, dead after an 
argument; Andrew Howard, 60, also dead after an argument, and Rhonda 
Scott, 21, found dead in an dlley. 

These lives represent more than the accumulation o” the single tragedies 
of families and friends. They represent a nagging gash in the Black com- 
munity itself. Statistics tell us that most murders are committed between 
acquaintances, and thus the very nature of American society will ensure that 
most of the people who kill Black people will be Black. 

Yet even this sad fact must not blind us to a sadder fact: homicide in the 
Black community is just a: sure a form of groncide as if it were being 
pervetrated bv the Ku Klux Xan. 

The deaths of young Murphy and Lawrence are illustration of a frighten- 
ing truth: homicide is the major killer of young Black males. Indeed, the 
murder rate for Blacks is several times that of whites. = 

It is clear, as evidenced by the shootings on the westside and other 
beatings and incidents against Blacks, that we are living in an era of ill will 
by many whites against Blacks. Yet it is just as true that we are living. in an 
era of self-hatred as well. This violence which we are practicing against 
ourselves is greater, and more devastating than that of the most virulent 
hatemongers in the white community. 

It is a problem that only we can solve. We urge the city’s Black churches 
and other social, fraternal and community groups to. become more actively 
involved in this area. We would think that the expansion of activities 
directed at the needs of young people will be a help in defusing the tensions 
which may lead to the violence which has been wounding our community. 

The problem is real, and growing. Stronger police action and a clear 
policy against racial violence may help us reduce racial violence directed 
against Blacks. But only we can loosen the grip of the Black hand that nolds 
the weapon poised at our head. .

Family reunions

Summer-—the season for family 
reunions throughout this nation. 

Traditionally, family reunions 
have been emphasized primarily 
in the South. But now, in every 
section of the country, these fes- 
tive gatherings are on the increase. 

Particularly in African Ameri- 
can culture, the importance of 
family reunions has been atime to 
retell the family story to upcoming 
generations. This is a special time 
for the elders to share their wis- 
dam and their memories ofimpor+ 
tant events in the life of the family. 
And, to the amazement of their 
listeners, these memories are 
recounted in vivid detail. 

The old stories are given new 
life in each re-telling in a way that 
captures everyone’s imagination, 
regardless of age. 

Family reunions have a way of 
closing the generation gap so that 
the younger generation more 
deeply understands its responsi-, 
bility to the future of the family. 

How often have we heard 
Grandma or Granddad challenge 
the younger members of the fam- 
ily with, “So what are you going to 
be when you grow up?” or “Time 
is a runnin’--what are you going to 
do with your life?” The elders are 
the inquisitive prodders of the 
family. 


In addition to the delights of 
home cooked food and the singing 
of favorite family songs, family 
reunions are times when the pains 
and frustrations of a year are tem- 
porarily suspended in favor of just 
the joy of being together in fellow- 
ship and love. 

Again this year, the National 
Council of Negro Women ts 
organizing 4 national family re- 
union day to be celebrated in var- 
ious cities. The Council is to be 
saluted for their continuing effort

to advance this idea. We support 
this concept and we encourage the 
participation of African Ameri- 
can and other family groups. 

In racial and ethnic communi- 
ties, the existence of the extended 
family needs to be re-emphasized. 
At a time when the ranks of the 
homeless continues to swell in the 
tens of thousands, our under- 
standing of the extended family 
should be expanded. 

How we care for our own kin 
lays the basis for how we should 
care for the whole human family. 

The church and all social instj- 
tutions of this societybhould pl 
a renewed priority oh promoting 
the positive values and ethos of 
strong families. One of the myths 
that the increase in the number of 
family reunions has contradigted 
is that the family structure in 
general--and in African American 
families in particular--is on a 
serious decline. 

To be sure, there are many 
problems facing all families in the 
United States. Our point is that 
the foundations of millions of 
families are still intact and are 
being celebrated. 

Many family reunions close 
with the traditional family circle 
where each member of the family 
holds the hand of another, Before 
the closing prayer, everyone is 
encouraged to say something 
about the occasion, Usually, itisa 
poignant moment because those 

in the circle don't know who might 
not be there the next time around. 

Thus, it is a time of recommit- 
ment to stay in touch and to 
strengthen the bonds which hold 
the family together until the next 
reunion, Unity is never a static 
condition. It is, rather, a bonding 
of the living through the struggles 
and joys of life.

Social insurance premiums must be paid

Many of our community's health 
and human service programs are like 
“social insurance.” We all hope, for 
example. that there would be no 
abused wives, or no battered children. 
no teenagers using drugs, or no adults 
out of work. But when these things 
happen to people, it’s important thar 
health and human service programs 
ate there to help. 

Like all insurance programs, social 
insurance also has its premiums. They 
are paid, in part, through our federal, 
state, and county taxes. They are paid, 
in part, through community founda- 
tions, They are also paid, in part, by 
the contributions of generous 
through such methods as the annual 
United Way fund raising campaign. .- 


When any part or any onc of these 
sources falls short of paying its part of 
the premium, the Zntire social insu- 
rance program is in jeopardy. This 1s 
exactly what happened earlier this 
year when the State of Ohio proposed 

to no longer fund the Title XX Social 

Services Subsidy which supports crit- 

ical human care programs throughout 
the state. The loss of this $27.4 million 
subsidy would mean sevete. cutbacks, 
loss of human care programs. and 
closings of some social service 
agencies. 


In Cuyahoga County alone, rési- 
dents would face a $10 million cut in 
program budgets. , F 

Fortunately, the State House of 
Representatives and the Senate have 
seen fit to restore this critical funding 
source. The House restored $8.5 mil- 


lion in April, and last month he 
Senate voted to restore the full fund- 
ing for the subsidy, $27.4 million. 

But the crisis is not over 

A House) Senate Conference 
Committee must now resolve the dif- 
ferences between the House and 
Senate budget plans. While it is 
hoped--by those concerned with the 
welfare of the community-that the 
full funding for the subsidy will be 
preserved, there is no guarantee 


The legislators have heard the pub- 
lic testimony from concerned citizens 
community volunteers, members of 
drganized labor, from those providing 
needed services, and from those 
receiving needed services. These 
efforts have, apparently, made a dif- 
ference. A great number of people are 
to be applauded--including the 
members of the House and the Senate. 


The public support that has been 
rallied. must not now be allowed to 
fade, While the issue of the Title XX 
Social Services Subsidy restoration is 
being debated in the conference com- 
mittee, whose who believe in the 
importance of social insurance must 
continue to express their support 
directly to the governor and to the 
speaker of the house. 


All who pay a part of the social 
insurance premium must continuc to 
pay their’ parts. No one group can 
carry the load—not the government, 
not the foundations, not the donors. 
Only together can our community's 
social insurance be preserved.

Where is economic justice? 


Speaking to an lowa audience. the Rev. Jesse Jackson, an unde- 
clared presidential candidate, said the campaign issue for 1988 should 
be economic justice. But that was the 1980 and 1984 issue! And we're 
still no closer to economic justice. 

I guess different people have different definitions of economic jus- 
tice. This was apparent during a 1982 meeting at the Manhattan 
Institute, a New York-based think tank. A panel discussion topic was 
economic justice. After sitting through the debate, 1 brought it to the 
panel's attention that while we spent the morning talking about eco- 
nomic justice no one had bothered to. define it. 

In a somewhat rattled voice, a key Reagan administration official 
said, “Okay Williams, what's your definition of economic justice?” I 
answered that economic justice at least includes a set of circumstan- 

herdisy bkeepim yearnings, and you Mepynurrgavaramcnt 


give to you. = 

He replied that the administration doesn’t have such a draconian 
definition of economic justice. So I asked, “Since you speak for the 
Reagan administration, what percentage of my earnings belongs to 
somebody else?” ‘ 

Of course, he had no answer. 

Indeed, economic justice should be a 1988 campaign issue! We 
could debate whether one class of citizens should be taxed at ever-— 
increasing rates to support another class which has more income and 
wealth, as is the case with Social Security. 

A young head of household with a wife and children, struggling to 
make ends meet on $20,000 per year, has to part with a large chunk 
of it to support a retiree who most likely owns a home and has much 
more in the bank. 

Social Security is nothing more than an inter-generation income 
transfer between worker-taxpayers and retirees. Of course, a politi- 
cian will tell the young man to take heart, his turn will come. But 
there's the problem. 

In order to maintain present benefits, when today’s 25-year-old 
retires, the Social Security tax will be 27 percent, or possibly 45 per- 
cent. A 45 percent Social Security tax couldn't be pushed through 
Congress today, and I don't suspect it will be much easier to push 


through in 2040, So today’s 25-year-old will never see a Social Secur- 


ity check. And even if he did, he'd have to live to 93 years old to 
recoup what he'd paid out in taxes. 

Another economic justice issue is corporate welfare. Under the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development's Urban Develop- 


ment Action Grant (UDAG) program, Corning Glass Works received 


$1.5 million to upgrade one of its melting furnaces—by the way, 
Corning’s sales last year hit nearly $2 billion, 
And UDAG gave $15 million of our earnings to the city of Detroit 


to clear a plant site for Chrysler Corporation. Chrysler's earnings last 


year: $21.2 billion. 
UDAG also gave the Harbour View Hotel Corporation $3.4 mil- 


lion to help renovate a 337-room Hilton Hotel that will have a tennis 


court and swimming pool. The list of corporate welfare goes on and 
on. There's welfare for the elite. 

While you and I work to pay the tab, government.doles it out for 
things like a $40,000 study entitled, “Food Preferences and Society 
Identity,” a $97,000 grant to study behavior and social relationships 
in a Peruvian brothel, and the vital National Institutes of Health 
$163,254 grant to study food-foraging habits of the Ache people in 
eastern Paraguay. 

Then there's the $3.4 million ad campaign to get more Americans 
to write letters to one another. 

Jesse Jackson's right. Economic justice is a timely issue for 1988. 
The debate question is: What is the moral basis for confiscating one 
man’s earnings and giving them to another?

Nearly 100 Black South African 
tudents are participating in an 
n-campus program at- Denison 
Jniversity. 

During the three-week orienta- 
ion that began July 22 and will 
ontinue through Aug. 16, spe- 
ially trained staff will counsel 
ind instruct the students to help 
hem adjust to American univer- 
ity classroom styles and prepare 
hem, for academic expectations. 


The students will also be taught 
simple American traditions to 
help smooth the transition. 

The program, South African 
Educational Program, is funded 
by the Institute of International 
Education, headquartered in New 
York, and Aurora Associates, an 
educational consulting firm based 
in Washington, D.C., according 
to Program Director Dr. Richard 
Lucier. 

Lucier, an economies professor 
at Denison, was appointed direc- 
tor of the program in June of 1986 


and “is honored to participate in 
such a humanitarian venture,” he 
said. 

Each student has a full scholar- 
ship toward an undergraduate 
degree or a post graduate degree 
at one of the 150-participating 

Verkuii Rukoro, 32, is origi- 
nally from Namibia, South 
Africa, and came to America with 
the program last year. He is one of 
the alumni of the program helping 
to orientate the students to Amer- 
ican customs. Rukoro is a Nami- 
bian lawyer and received his mas- 


ter’s degree at the American 
University in Washington, D.C. 
last year. He will be instructing the 
students on American laws, 
aquainting them with the institu- 
tions and conducting seminars for 
the law students, 

“We are trying to teach the stu- 
dents how to relate their learning 
to life back home in South Africa 
so they can go back and help our 
people,” Rukoro said. 

The SAEP also provides some 
students with internships. Winkie 
Tjelele, 26 of Vereeninging, South 
Alrica, came to America through 
the group a year ago. 


Tjelele is majoring in guidance 


* & counseling at Ohio University 


in Athens, Ohio and is now on 
internship with SAEP. She coun- 
sels new students from South 
Africa. 

“Counseling is a need, that is 
why I'm here. Sometimes I give 
the students questionnaires to find 


out where they are as far as under- 
standing Westerncivilization,” 
Tjelele said.

ATA is touted as the country’s 
largest Black tennis organization 
and has helped developed the 
skills of such athletes as Althea 
Gibson, Arthur Ashe, Zena Garri- 
son and Leslie Allen. Local pro- 
fessionals Al Matthews and Steve 
Ryeuse were also former competi- 
tors in ATA. 

Members who qualified for the 
tournament won top honors at the 
Midwestern Tennis Association 
Championships held recently at 
the U.S. Open Clay Courts in 
Indianapolis. 

First-place finishers were Tim 
Dersch in the boys age 16 division 
and Monique Hilbring in the girls 
age 12 bracket. First runner-ups 
were Keisha Baldwin, Anthony 
Wilson and Health Goolsby in the 
girls age 15, and boys age 10 and 
18 divisions respectively.
